terior department. 
One letter ostensibly from Wheel­ 
er to Campbell dated March 8, 1923, 
asked Campbell “ to have your of­ 
fice send me details of the permit 
in order that when I take it up I 
may be able to discuss it intelli­ 
gently with the department of the 
interior.’' 
P ratt produced also what purport­ 
ed to be a letter dated May 5, 1923., 
in which Gordon Campbell offered 
E. S. Booth, the solicitor of the in­ 
terior department, forty acres of 
land out of one oil permit and sug­ 
gested that forty acres additional 
be assigned to F. M. Goodwin, as­ 
sistant secretary of the interior, if 
the permit could be granted.

Major Brun3 spoke of the satis­ 
factory use of heliotherapy, treat­ 
ment of tuberculosis by direct sun­ 
light, in cases of ti&erculosis of 
the spine and spinal column. Excel­ 
lent results have been achieved with 
this method in the Fitzsimmons Hos­ 
pital although, as pointed out by 
Major Bruns, the course of treat­ 
ment sometimes takes three to four 
years. 
Doctor LoGrasso and Doctor Bald­ 
errey pointed out that heliatherapy 
“has a direct and favorable applica­ 
tion in cases of pulmonary tubercu­ 
losis, although It has not been used 
widely in this form of tuberculosis 
in the United States. His results in­ 
dicated this method 
of 
treatm ent 
is of the greatest value in tubercu­ 
losis of the lungs and one of the 
benefits noted being a striking im­ 
provement in the physical condition. 
Judicious and careful application of 
sunlight treatm ent 
improves 
the 
blood, lessens the activity of the pul­ 
monary process, decreases fever and 
sputum, and greatly affects the men­ 
tal attitude of the patient. The use 
of the direct sunlight is much to 
be preferred to any kind of artificial 
light treatment. ’‘At its best," says 
Doctor 
LoGrasso, 
artificial 
light 
therapy is only a poor substitute for 
solar energy."

ATLANTA, May 7.— Tuberculosis 
increases in 
oi scarcity of food 
and 
decreases 
when an adequate 
food supply is provided. This state­ 
ment was brought out by Dr. Linsly 
R. Williams, managing director of 
the National Tuberculosis Associa­ 
tion, in a report upon the activities 
of that organization at the opening 
session of their annual meeting to­ 
night. 
The influence of a continued state 
of under-nutrition has been observ­ 
ed in many European countries dur­ 
ing and since the war, and has em­ 
phasized the importance of nutrition 
The satisfactory business conditions 
in the United States have made it 
possible for the general mass of the 
population here to take advantage 
of better conditions and maintain 
a standard of living higher than 
has ever before existed in this coun­ 
try. This in turn has been reflected 
in a decrease in the death rate. 
But this is not the only factor 
at work. The active work of the 
National 
Tuberculosis 
Association 
and its various state and local tu ­ 
berculosis 
associations 
has 
been 
largely influential during the last 
20 years in reducing the death rate 
from tuberculosis, from a total of 
201 per 100,000 in 1900 to 97 iv 
1922.
